Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-67, drawn to a computer network system providing fault 
tolerance by a first and second intent log stored on first and second file 
servers for providing information regarding future changes to metadata, 
classified in class 710, subclass 39. 

II. Claims 68-72, drawn to a computer network system having a general 
backup server in case an original server goes offline, classified in class 
714, subclass 4. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 

in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such 
as operation without any "intent logs" or operation without the use of metadata. See

examination purposes as indicated is proper.
